We  have  just  gotten 
underway  with  the  fall 
semester  at  both  the 
Wesson  and  Natchez 
campuses.  Initial  indi- 
cations are  that  enroll- 
ment will  be  up  some  on 
both  campuses.  Al- 
though the  overall  number  of  students 
is  about  the  same  as  the  past  few  years, 
the  number  of  full-time  students  ap- 
pears to  be  at  an  all  time  high  at  both 
campuses.  Our  classes  are  at  capacity 
in  many  cases,  but  we  still  maintain 
one  of  the  well-known  strengths  of  the 
community  college  by  keeping  class 
enrollments  relatively  small  and  at  a 
level  below  those  at  the  university. 

Another  community  college  advan- 
tage we  boast  about  is  our  instructional 
excellence  in  the  classroom.  That  excel- 
lence has  been  realized  at  Co-Lin  for 
many,  many  years,  but  has  never  been 
more  true  than  today.  Our  faculty  con- 
tinue to  do  an  outstanding  job  in  the 
classroom,  and  our  instructional  sup- 
port programs  have  been  strengthened 
in  recent  years. 

There  are  a  number  of  indicators  of 
instructional  excellence,  i.e.  the  suc- 
cess of  our  graduates  who  learn  a  skill 
that  puts  them  immediately  into  gain- 
ful employment  in  the  job  market,  the 
success  of  our  graduates  who  transfer 
on  to  the  university  level  and  the  suc- 
cess of  those  same  students  in  profes- 
sional life  after  university/ graduate 
study,  to  name  just  a  few.  Another 
indicator  of  excellence  is  the  statewide 
assessments  that  are  used  to  measure 
success  in  technical  and  vocational 
programs .  The  test  results  we  received 
this  summer  that  measured  progress  of 
Co-Lin  students  during  the  1997-98 
year  were  outstanding!  The  results  for 
students  in  many  of  our  programs  were 
well  above  the  state  average,  and  some 
were  more  than  100%  above  the  aver- 
age! This  is  just  another  indication  that 
our  students  were  well  prepared  in 
their  fields  of  study. 


In  the  area  of  technology 
Co-Lin  has  just  finished  a 
major  phase  of  connecting 
appropriate  buildings  on 
the  Wesson  Campus  to  the 
INTERNET  and  to  thestate- 
wide  network  for  commu- 
nity colleges.  Many  of  the 
buildings  on  the  Wesson 
Campus  are  already  con- 
nected to  the  network,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  connections  should  be  made  in  the 
spring  of  1999,  bringing  this  overall  4- 
year  project  to  substantial  completion. 
All  facilities  at  the  Natchez  Campus  are 
already  connected  and  operational. 

This  new  technology  will  provide  the 
instructional  arm  of  the  college  with  op- 
portunities for  new  and  enhanced  meth- 
ods to  be  used  in  the  instructional  pro- 
cess. Instructors  can  use  this  technology 
to  introduce  the  latest  information  into 
the  classroom  setting.  Students  will  be 
able  to  use  the  technology  to  enhance 
their  understanding  of  instructional  ma- 
terial and  to  do  research  on  any  topic.  An 
area  that  is  currently  being  explored  is 
on-line  instruction,  where  students  will 
be  able  to  access  information  about  courses 
and  to  complete  portions  of  the  courses 
on-line  through  Internet  connections. 
This  capability  will  add  a  whole  new 
dimension  to  the  instructional  process 
and  will  also  allow  some  classes  to  be 
offered  to  students  over  the  Internet  exclu- 
sively. Students  who  cannot  come  to 
campus  for  whatever  reason  (financial, 
travel,  time  constraints,  etc.)  will  be  able  to 
access  more  and  more  of  the  needed 
courses  over  the  Web  as  we  make  our  way 
into  the  twenty-first  century. 

There  are  a  number  of  exciting  and 
challenging  things  happening  at  Co-Lin. 
Our  goal  is  to  always  continue  the  long- 
standing tradition  of  excellence  offered 
through  Copiah-Lincoln  and  to  embrace 
the  challenge  of  moving  forward  into  the 
twenty-first  century  in  a  proactive  man- 
ner! I  know  that  our  faculty  and  our 
administrative  and  support  staff  are  up  to 
this  challenge.  I  look  forward  to  working 
with  them  as  we  move  forward  into  a  new 
era!

Legend  dies  in  November 


Maggie  Flowers  Ewing,  96, 
a  lifelong  educator  and  widow  of 
a  former  president  of  Delta  State 
University  and  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College,  died  of  heart  fail- 
ure Nov.  26,  1998,  at  Trinity 
Healthcare  Center  in  Columbus. 

Burial  was  in  the  Lakewood 
Cemetery  in  Jackson;  services 
were  at  First  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Clinton.  Gunter  and 
Peel  Funeral  Home  of  Columbus 
handled  arrangements. 

A  Lincoln  County  native, 
Mrs.  Ewing  was  educated  at 
Brookhaven  High,  Whitworth 
College,  Millsaps  College  and  Co- 
lumbia University  in  New  York, 
where  she  earned  a  master's  de- 
gree in  music. 

Widow  of  the  late  James  M. 
Ewing,  Mrs.  Ewing  began  a  49- 
year  teaching  career  in  1922  at 
the  then-Copiah-Lincoln  Agri- 
cultural High. 

She  taught  math  and  music 
before  her  retirement  in  1971 . 

An  accomplished  musician 
and  voice  teacher,  Mrs.  Ewing 
enjoyed  sharing  her  musical  gift 
with  others.  The  Maggie  Flowers  Ewing 
Fine  Arts  Building  atCopiah-Lincoln  was 
named  in  her  honor. 

"Mrs.  Ewing  and  President  Ewing 
were  mentors  of  mine  and  two  people  for 
whom  I  had  the  greatest  respect,"  said 
Delta  State  President  Kent  Wyatt.  "Mrs. 
Ewing  was  very  energetic,  a  very  gracious 
first  lady  of  Delta  State  for  15  years." 

"Mrs.  Ewing  enjoyed  students  and 
frequently  invited  them  as  groups  and 
individuals  to  the  president's  home,"  he 
said.  "I  remember  her  as  having  a  deep 
love  for  people,  and  she  showed  that  in 
her  activities  as  first  lady." 

She  was  a  founder  of  the  Faculty  Wives 
Club  at  Delta  State. 

"I  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  Mrs. 
Ewing  when  I  was  a  student  at  Co-Lin  in 
the  early  '50s,"  said  former  Copiah-Lin- 
coln President  Billy  B.  Thames, "  and  then 
as  president ...  for  30  years .  I  can  testify  to 
the  fact  that  she  left  her  mark  on  that 
institution  in  her  34  years.

"The  Copiah-Lincoln  Board  of  Trust- 
ees honored  her  in  1973  by  naming  the 
fine  arts  building  in  her  honor.  A  truly 
gracious  lady  is  gone,"  he  said. 

In  the  1950s  and  1960s,  Mrs.  Ewing 
was  involved  in  the  Mississippi  Congress 
of  Parents  and  Teachers,  serving  in  vari- 


ous positions  of  leadership,  in- 
cluding a  term  as  state  president 
from  1958-60. 

She  was  a  delegate  from  the 
Clinton  First  United  Methodist 
Church  to  the  Mississippi  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  for  two 
quadrenniums;  delegate  to  the 
White  House  Conference  on  Chil- 
dren and  Youth;  director  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln;  mission  coordinator  for 
First  United  Methodist  in  Cleve- 
land, where  she  initiated  church- 
wide  mission  studies;  served  two 
terms  as  president  of  the  United 
Methodist  Women  of  the  Cleve- 
land District;  and  was  a  volun- 
teer church  pianist/  organist  for 
40  years.

The  adult  education  depart- 
ment also  awards  GED  scholarships  to 
Co-Lin  to  those  who  score  250  or  above 
on  the  test.  Several  students  have  al- 
ready taken  advantage  of  these  scholar- 
ships and  enrolled  at  Co-Lin  on  a  full 
time  basis .  Even  a  graduation  ceremony 
is  planned  each  year  so  the  GED  gradu- 
ates who  took  the  testatCo-Lincan  enjoy 
the  pomp  and  circumstances  of  a  cap 
and  gown  ceremony  to  celebrate  their 
achievement. 

"Our  primary  goal  for  the  adult  edu- 


cation department  at  Co-Lin  is  to  provide 
a  customer  driven  education  service  de- 
livery system  for  all  adults  who  for  some 
circumstance  in  their  life,  did  not  com- 
plete their  education.  When  a  student 
comes  to  us  with  a  desire  to  learn  and 
improve  themselves,  our  goal  is  to  help 
them  find  the  right  resources  and  get  on 
the  right  track,"  Posey  added.

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ABE  proves  beneficial  to  many  in  district

Lots  of  exciting  things  are  going  on 
in  the  adult  education  department  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College. 
This  department  is  housed  in  the  new 
Division  of  Community  Services.  Jeff 
Posey,  director  of  adulteducation,  coor- 
dinates services  for  citizens  in  the  district 
who  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to 
complete  high  school.  These  services  are 
offered  through  two  programs  including 
the  Adult  Basic  Education  program  and 
the  General  Educational  Development 
(GED)  testing  program. 

The  Adult  Basic  Education  program 
is  a  federally  funded  program  which 
provides  adults  ages  17  and  above  who 
did  not  complete  high  school  the  oppor- 
tunity to  further  their  education.  The  pro- 
gram provides  over  30  classes  in  a  variety 
of  locations  for  students  to  upgrade  their 
skills  in  reading,  writing,  mathematics, 
and  job  readiness.  Preparation  for  the 
GED  test  is  also  available  in  these  classes. 
During  the  1997-98  funding  year,  Co-Lin 
filled  36  teaching  slots  in  28  class  sites. 

"One  of  our  main  goals  for  these 
services  is  convenient  learning  opportu- 
nities for  the  adult  student,"  state  Posey. 
These  classes  are  offered  in  community 
centers,  district  high  schools,  jails,  cen- 
ters for  the  homeless,  and  a  variety  of 
other  local  sites.  Class  times  are  offered  in 
a  variety  of  flexible  formats  including 
day,  night,  and  weekend  classes.  "By 
making  our  services  available  in  a  vari- 
ety of  locations  and  times,  we  have  found 
that  this  increases  student  participation 
so  they  can  work  the  classes  around  their 
activities  at  home  and  in  the  workplace," 
Posey  added. 

Another  new  initiative  the  program 
has  become  involved  in  this  past  year  is 
English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  train- 
ing. A  new  class  was  implemented  in 
Hazlehurst  for  the  increasing  Hispanic 
population.  "A  lot  of  planning,  special 
materials,  and  preparation  had  to  be  done 
to  implement  this  class,"  Posey  states. 
The  ESL  class  uses  a  variety  of  approaches 
including  an  assessment  instrument 
developed  by  the  National  Center  for 
Applied  Linguistics.  To  date  over  20  stu- 


dents have  participated  in  this  program. 

During  the  1997-98  funding  year, 
Co-Lin  witnessed  its  largest  increase  in 
serving  English-as-a-Second  Language 
students  in  the  program's  history.  43 
students  have  been  served  in  ESL  pro- 
grams, compared  to  an  average  of  10 
students  in  the  last  five  years  of  program 
operation.  These  students  accumulated 
approximately  2000  instructional  hours 
(an  average  of  48  hours  per  student). 

This  past  year,  Co-Lin  also  had  a 
tremendous  growth  in  assisting  adults 
in  correctional  institutions.  Last  year, 
Co-Lin  served  108  students  in  prisons. 
However,  we  served  211  adults  in  dis- 
trict  correctional  facilities  in  1997-98.  The 
department  is  also  offering  the  Life  Skills 
for  Mississippi  Prisoners  Curriculum  in 
some  of  its  correctional  classes.  This  pro- 
gram teaches  inmates  pending  release 
job  readiness  and  personal  development 
skills.  The  program  is  currently  housed 
at  the  Jefferson/ Franklin  Regional  Cor- 
rectional Facility  in  Fayette. 

The  Adult  Basic  Education  program 
serves  a  large  enrollment  each  year.  The 
program  served  920  adults  during  the 
1997-98  academic  year.  This  is  the  larg- 
est ABE  enrollment  in  the  history  of  the 
program,  and  students  participated  in 
class  over  54,000  hours.  The  majority  of 
these  students  are  between  the  ages  of  1 7 
and  24.  "As  a  general  rule,  we  find  that 
our  typical  student  is  one  who  recently 
withdrew  from  school  and  realized  that 
they  need  to  further  their  education  to 
improve  their  chances  of  getting  a  job  or 
enrolling  in  college,"  Posey  states.  He 
cited  how  over  half  of  the  participants  are 
usually  employed.  The  average  student 
who  enrolls  in  the  program  functions  on 
the  6,h  grade  level  in  reading  and  math. 
"We  have  found  that  most  of  our  stu- 
dents realize  that  their  skills  need  up- 
grading when  they  enroll  in  the  pro- 
gram," Posey  added. 

The  program  uses  one-on-one  in- 
struction to  insure  that  each  student  has 
a  good  chance  at  upgrading  his  or  her 
skills.  The  teachers  are  all  required  to  be 
trained  in  educating  adults  and  this 
proves  beneficial  in  the  long  run.  Posey 


provides  a  variety  of  weekend,  summer, 
and  afternoon  staff  development  sessions 
to  make  sure  teachers  are  trained  on  re- 
search-tested teaching  techniques.  Each 
student  is  tested  to  find  out  their  func- 
tioning level  and  then  instruction  is 
planned  according  to  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses indicated  on  the  test.  The  typical 
student  receives  approximately  50  hours 
of  instruction  in  the  program  before  go- 
ing to  take  the  GED  test,  applying  for  a 
job,  or  simply  returning  to  their  house- 
hold activities . "  Many  times,  we  find  that 
students  simply  want  to  brush  up  on 
skills  that  they  learned  in  high  school  to 
help  them  help  their  children  with  home- 
work, or  to  help  them  on  the  job,"  Posey 
added. 

Another  exciting  program  offered  is 
the  GED  testing  program.  "This  program 
really  keeps  our  office  busy  since  it  in- 
volves a  lot  of  full-day  testing  atboth  on- 
campus  and  off-campus  locations," 
Posey  stated.  The  GED  program  at  Co- 
Lin  provides  testing  twice  each  month 
for  the  public  .Randy  Castila  w,  personal 
development  specialist,  and  Carol 
Robinson,  basic  skills  specialist,  assist 
Posey  in  the  administration  of  the  test. 
The  test  is  given  three  times  per  month  at 
the  Mississippi  Job  Corps  Center  in  Crys- 
tal Springs  and  is  also  administered 
numerous  times  per  year  for  district  alter- 
native schools  and  for  two  prisons. 

The  GED  diploma  provides  adults 
who  did  not  complete  their  high  school 
education  the  opportunity  to  achieve  a 
credential  equivalent  to  a  diploma.  At 
Co-Lin  during  the  1997-98  academic  year, 
686  adults  took  the  GED  test.  Of  this 
number,  138  received  scores  high  enough 
for  a  high  school  diploma.  In  1997  in 
Mississippi,  10,631  students  took  the  test 
and  4886  students  received  GED  diplo- 
mas. 

To  take  the  test  in  Mississippi,  a  stu- 
dent must  be  at  least  18  years  old  and  out 
of  school  for  at  least  three  months  or  their 
regular  high  school  class  has  to  have 
graduated.  Students  who  are  16  and  17 
years  old  ha  ve  to  meet  special  conditions

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Guynes  selected  to  1 998  Literary 

Hall  of  Fame 


The  late  David  Guynes,  a  native  of 
Crystal  Springs,  becomes  the  sixteenth 
selection  to  the  annual  Literary  Hall  of 
Fame  on  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College's  Wesson  campus.  He  was  a  1965 
Copiah-Lincoln  graduate. 

The  annual  event  is  sponsored  by 
Sigma  Kappa  Delta,  national  honor  fra- 
ternity for  English  students  in  two-year 
institutions.  Mrs.  Nancy  A.  Dykes  and 
Dr.  Durr  Walker  are  local  SKD  advisors. 

At  the  time  of  his  untimely  death  on 
January  30, 1997,  Guynes  was  site  man- 
ager and  curator  of  the  National  Park 
Services'  Museum  and  Archaeological 
Research  and  Storage  (MARS)  facility  in 
Glenn  Dale,  Md. 

He  began  his  museum  career  with  the 
Smithsonian  Institute  in  1982.  Guynes 
joined  the  Park  Service  in  1984  as  a  mu- 
seum aide  at  the  storage  f  acility,  a  reposi- 
tory for  collections  from  historic  sites. 

While  at  MARS  he  became  the  per- 
manentGS-12  museum  curator  manag- 
ing the  facility.  He  did  extensive  renova- 
tion and  expansion  of  MARS'  storage 
structure  over  the  entire  span  of  his  ca- 
reer. Soon  after  arriving  at  MARS,  he 
identified  the  existence  of  chemically- 
treated  wood  in  storage  structures,  an 
unsound  museum  curator  practice,  and 
successfully  lobbied  for  its  removal. 

He  designed  and  built,  by  himself, 
many  storage  units  when  no  profession- 
ally-made museum  cabinets  would  sat- 


isfy the  unique  requirements  of  the  Park 
Service's  collections.  He  provided  mu- 
seum interns  from  George  Washington 
University  experience  at  MARS.  He  also 
taught  classes  on  museum  storage  onsite 
at  MARS  for  Park  Service  employees  from 
various  locations  around  the  country. 

In  1986  on  Memorial  Day  he  was 
interviewed  aboutthe  Vietnam  Veteran's 
Memorial  collection,  which  is  stored  at 
MARS,  by  Ted  Koppel  for  Nightline. 

Guynes  was  a  consultant  on  issues 
of  museum  storage  and  pest  manage- 
ment by  professionals  in  his  field,  both 
within  and  without  the  NPS.  Often  times 
the  Smithsonian  sought  his  advice.  Cu- 
rators from  the  Great  Pyramid  of  Egypt 
found  he  had  much  to  offer  them  and 
altered  the  professional  tour  plan  set  up 
for  them  to  spend  more  time  with  Guynes. 
Others  from  Russia,  Brazil,  Japan,  and 
Mexico  sought  his  expertise. 

He  received  a  Special  Achievement 
Award  for  his  large  contribution  to  a 
project,  MARSH,  for  a  design  of  a  replace- 
ment storage  facility  in  Harper's  Ferry, 
West,Va. 

His  publications,  the  basis  of  his 
selection  to  Co-Lin's  Literary  Hall  of 
Fame,  included  articles  in  "Grist,"  the 
NPS's  Park  Practices  publication.  He  also 
wrote  an  article  on  old-fashioned  house- 
keeping methods  for  museum  collections 
in  the  1995  edition  of  "CRM,"  the  NPS's 
Cultural  Resource  Management  maga-

zine.  He  authored  a  1997  article  on  "Man- 
aging Household  Pest  the  Old-Fashioned 
Way"  in  Canada's  "Material  History 
Review,"  a  further  expansion  on  prin- 
ciples covered  in  the  CMR  article. 

After  becoming  interested  in  mega- 
liths/dolmens, also  known  as  rocking 
stones,  in  the  early  1980's,  he  published 
an  article  on  the  subject  in  the  journal  of 
the  New  England  Antiquarian  and  Re- 
search Association  (NE  ARA)  in  1985  and 
wasaguestspeakeratal988  conference 
of  the  group  in  Hampton,  Va.

He  was  a  contract  teacher  for 
Chapman  College  in  California  from 
1975-1979,  teaching  Western  Civiliza- 
tion and  American  History,  on  board 
numerous  Navy  ships  in  the  Pacific 
Fleet. 

In  1997  he  was  recipient  of  the  Horace 
M.  Albright-Conrad  L.  Wirth  Employee 
Development  Fund.  This  provided  a  re- 
search grant  that  enabled  him  to  pursue 
even  more  his  love  of  research  and  librar- 
ies. He  spent  many  hours  at  the  Library 
of  Congress,  and  the  libraries  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland,  Catholic  Univer- 
sity, and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

He  moved  to  Washington,  D.C.,  in 
1980,  where  he  married  his  wife,  Susan, 
and  he  began  his  museum  education 
master's  degree  study  at  GWU.

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New  division  serves  community 


The  Division  of  Community  Services 
at  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
offers  a  wide  variety  of  activities  to  citi- 
zens in  the  seven-county  service  area. 
Created  in  1997  by  President  Howell  C. 
Garner,  the  Division  seeks  to  coordinate 
and  meet  the  training  and  educational 
needs  of  the  citizens  in  the  Co-Lin  dis- 
trict. To  accomplish  this  objective,  the 
Division  of  Community  Services  spon- 
sors programs  and  services  housed  in 
four  departments:  Adult  Education,  Ca- 
reer Center,  Institute  for  Learning  in 
Retirement,  and  Senior  AIDES.  The 
Division  of  Community  Services  team 
works  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean  of 
Community  Services. 

The  Division  assists  college  depart- 
ments, state  and  local  agencies,  educa- 
tional and  professional  groups,  and 
civic  organizations  in  scheduling  con- 
ferences, workshops,  and  programs  that 
provide  educational  opportunities  to  in- 
dividuals in  the  service  area.  The  Divi- 
sion also  offers  non-academic,  non- 
credit  Special  Interest  Classes  for  citi- 
zens of  the  district  based  on  the  needs 
and  desires  of  the  local  community. 
These  classes  offer  cultural,  recreational, 
and  training  opportunities  for  individu- 
als without  regard  to  college  credit  or 
entrance  requirements. 

The  Division  is  also  responsible  for 
coordinating  the  awarding  of  Continu- 
ing Education  Units  (CEUs).  Continu- 
ing Education  Units  are  a  means  of  re- 
cording an  individual's  participation 
in  non-academic  credit  classes,  courses, 
and  programs.  CEUs  are  issued  after 
successful  completion  of  the  class, 
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course,  or  program.  One  CEU  will  be 
awarded  for  every  ten  contact  hours  of 
participation  in  an  organized,  continu- 
ing education  experience  under  respon- 
sible leadership,  capable  direction,  and 
qualified  instruction. 

Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE)  is  a 
program  primarily  for  adults'  ages  17 
and  older  who  have  not  completed  their 
high  school  education.  These  free  classes 
are  conducted  in  each  county  within  the 
college  district  in  a  variety  of  settings 
including  school  buildings,  community 
centers,  churches,  and  libraries.  Classes 
in  a  learning-lab  setting  are  offered  on 
both  the  Wesson  and  Natchez  campuses. 
Classes  operate  on  an  "  open  entry-open 
exit"  schedule  to  allow  students  flex- 
ibility in  enrolling  in  classes.  The  classes 
provide  instruction  tailored  to  each 
student's  learning  needs.  The  classes 
are  planned  in  accordance  with  the  State 
Plan  for  Adult  Basic  Education  under 
the  authority  of  the  State  Board  for  Com- 
munity and  Junior  Colleges.  The  main 
goal  of  the  program  is  to  help  the  adult 
function  more  effectively  in  society, 
whether  through  completion  of  the  Gen- 
eral Educational  Development  (GED) 
Test,  improved  skill  levels,  or  entry  into 
the  workforce. 

General  Educational  Development 
Tests  (GED)  provide  adults'  ages  18 
and  older  who  did  not  complete  high 
school  the  opportunity  to  receive  a  high 
school  credential.  Each  year  the  GED 
test  allows  many  adults  the  opportunity 
to  go  to  college  and  improve  their  em- 
ployment options.  The  71/2  hour  test 
covers  writing  skills,  social  studies,  sci- 
ence, literature,  and  mathematics  in  a 
format  which  reflects  the  current  high 
school  curriculum.  To  take  the  test,  an 
individual  must  meet  certain  eligibility 
requirements  and  complete  a  test  appli- 
cation and  pay  established  test  fees.  An 
applicant  desiring  to  take  the  GED  test 
must  be  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or 
older  and  a  resident  of  Mississippi  for  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days.  Applicants  must 
be  out  of  school  for  at  least  three  (3) 
months  or  their  regular  high  school  class 
must  have  graduated  to  be  eligible  to 
take  the  test.  A  waiver  of  the  dropout 


date  requirement  may  be  granted  by  the 
State  GED  office  for  special  reasons. 
Applications  may  be  obtained  from  the 
office  of  Adult  Education  or  the  state 
GED  office. 

The  Career  Center  offers  programs 
and  services  designed  to  assist  indi- 
viduals and  companies  meet  the  chal- 
lenges of  a  changing  workplace.  For 
many  businesses  and  industries  these 
include  job  analysis,  testing,  and  cur- 
riculum development;  development  of 
specific  long-range  training  plans;  on- 
site  customized  training;  industry  or 
firm-related  pre-employment  training; 
basic  skills  classes;  assistance  in  qual- 
ity management  training;  and  assistance 
in  technology  transfer  information.  Fur- 
thermore, the  Career  Center  is  staffed  to 
provide  individuals  who  need  training 
or  retraining  with  assessment,  counsel- 
ing, and  referrals  to  training  or  jobs;  pre- 
employment  training;  basic  skills  train- 
ing and  high  school  equivalency  educa- 
tion; and  short-term  job  skills  training. 
Other  services  available  in  the  Career 
Center  include  a  Mississippi  Employ- 
ment Security  Commission  representa- 
tive, JTPA  certification  for  Copiah 
County,  and  a  Career  Resource  Center. 

The  Career  Center  utilizes  a  team 
approach  to  provide  resources  and  ser- 
vice to  its  customers.  The  team  includes 
the  workforce  specialist,  industrial  ser- 
vices coordinator,  personal  develop- 
ment specialist,  Small  Business  Devel- 
opment Center  director  (Natchez  Cam- 
pus), basic  skills  specialist,  and  the  in- 
dustrial training  degree  program  coor- 
dinator. Although  the  Career  Center  team 
works  under  the  guidance  of  the  Dean  of 
Community  Services,  the  team  also  re- 
ceives direction  from  the  local  District 
Workforce  Council. 

The  Institute  for  Learning  in  Re- 
tirement at  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  is  a  member  of  the  Elderhostel 
Institute  Network,  which  is  an  interna- 
tionally-known program  that  offers 
quality  educational  experiences  for 
older  adults.  Institutes  support  the  phi- 
losophy that  older  adults  are  eager,  self- 
motivated  learners  who  are  capable  of

defining  and  directing  their  own  educa- 
tion. Membership  in  ILR  at  Co-Lin  is 
open  to  all  adults  who  are  ages  50  and 
older  and  retired  or  semi-retired.  The 
organization  is  member-driven  and 
member-governed  and  members  define 
and  plan  their  own  educational  activi- 
ties. These  activities  include  social 
events,  classes,  membership  meetings, 
and  field  trips.  Membership  fees  are 
charged  on  a  yearly  basis  for  those  who 
wish  to  participate  in  classes  and  re- 
lated events  of  the  Institute. 

The  Senior  AIDES  program  provide 
part-time  employment  for  men  and 
women  55  years  of  age  or  older  who  have 
limited  incomes.  Senior  Aides  are  as- 
signed to  positions  that  revitalize  and 
enhance  their  job  skills  while  supporting 
local  non-profit  and  governmental  agen- 
cies. Host  agencies  are  carefully  selected 
to  finish  adequate  supervision,  instruc- 
tion, and  training  for  Senior  Aides.  The 
program  is  designed  to  promote  the  tran- 
sition of  participating  Senior  Aides  into 
unsubsidized  employment.  The  Senior 
AIDES  program's  service  area  includes 


eleven  counties  in  southwest  Mississippi. 
The  senior  AIDES  program  was  devel- 
oped and  implemented  through  the  Na- 
tional Senior  Citizens  Education  and 
Research  Center.

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Natchez  campus  begins 
year  with  record  enrollment 


The  Natchez  campus  made  history 
this  fall  semester,  registering  more  than 
760  full-  and  part-time  students. 

Although  final  figures  were  not  avail- 
able by  the  end  of  August,  campus  offi- 
cials estimate  enrollment  most  likely  will 
fall  between  760  and  770.  The  previous 
record  was  748  full-  and  part-time  stu- 
dents -  set  during  the  fall  of  1996,  Natchez 
campus'  25,h  anniversary  year.  Last  fall, 
723  students  were  registered. 

"We  are  very  gratified  by  the  fig- 
ures," said  Dr.  Ronald  E.  Nettles,  Natchez 
dean. 

"Many  of  our  classes  were  at  maxi- 
mum enrollment  and  several  of  our  tech- 
nical programs  saw  a  record  number  of 
students.  We  are  hopeful  the  growth  con- 
tinues into  the  spring  semester  and  again 
into  the  fall  of  1999.  We  are  particularly 
pleased  that  many  traditional  students  - 
those  right  out  of  high  school  -  have 
chosen  to  start  their  college  education 
here  at  Co-Lin." 

Nettles  said  the  campus  will  con- 
tinue the  aggressive  marketing  campaign, 
which  was  started  in  the  spring  of  1998. 
The  program  included  television  com- 
mercials, press  releases  and  public  ser- 
vice announcements. 

Fall  semester  registration  was  Aug. 
11  and  classes  began  Aug.  17. 

In  May,  the  Natchez  campus  gradu- 
ated its  largest  class  -  92  individuals, 
who  received  associate  degrees  in  arts 
and  applied  science,  including  two  stu- 
dents from  foreign  countries  and  two  Co- 
Lin  Natchez  employees. 

The  Natchez  campus  greeted  new 
employees  during  the  spring  and  sum- 
mer semesters. 

Kaye  Harris  began  her  responsibili- 
ties July  1  as  assistant  dean  for  voca- 
tional-technical instruction. 

Harris  previously  was  the  division 
head  of  Business/  Business  Technology 
at  Northeast  Mississippi  Community 
College. 

From  1987  to  1991  she  was  coordina- 
tor of  industrial  training  at  East  Missis- 
sippi Community  College  in  Mayhew.  In 
that  position,  Harris  supervised  the  train- 
ing needs  of  the  Weyerhaeuser  Com- 


pany's $500  million,  2,000-worker  project. 

From  1974  to  1986  she  was  adminis- 
trative assistant  to  the  director  of  voca- 
tional-technical education,  and  from 
1970  to  1976,  she  was  owner  of  Dallas 
Jackson  Cleaners  &  Men's  Wear  in 
McComb. 

She  earned  her  master's  degree  in 
school  administration,  educational  lead- 
ership at  Mississippi  State  University, 
and  her  bachelor's  degree  in  business 
administration  at  Mississippi  Univer- 
sity for  Women. 

Harris  has  a  long  list  of  honors,  in- 
cluding being  voted  Outstanding 
Woman  of  the  Year  by  the  Epsilon  Sigma 
Alpha  Sorority.  She  also  is  a  member  of 
a  many  professional  organizations,  in- 
cluding the  American  Vocational  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Mississippi  Association 
of  Vocational  Educators,  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Community  &  Junior  Col- 
lege Deans  &  Directors  of  Vocational- 
Technical  Education.

The  theme  was  "The  South:  Its  Land 
and  Its  Literature." 

N-Sights  and  Refractions  both  took 
first  place  in  spring  competitions. 

The  newspaper  was  judged  best  tab- 
loid in  Mississippi  by  the  College  Public 
Relations  Association  of  Mississippi, 
while  Refractions,  the  literary  magazine, 
earned  top  honors  in  the  Mississippi 
Community  College  Creative  Writers 
Association  annual  competition.  Staff 
members  on  both  publications  also 
earned  a  variety  of  awards. 

During  the  spring  and  summer,  sev- 
eral Natchez  campus  students  won  na- 
tional honors.

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Dr.  Joey  Paul  loses  life  in 
tragic  accident 


The  Natchez  campus  was 
shocked  and  saddened  on  Aug.  17 
with  the  death  of  Dr.  Joey  Paul,  com- 
puter science  and  mathematics  in- 
structor. 

Dr.  Paul  was  killed  in  an  acci- 
dent with  a  log  truck  near  the  col- 
lege. 

Dr.  Paul,  54,  of  Monterey,  La., 
was  the  last  original  instructor  at  the 
Natchez  campus  to  still  be  working 
full-time.  He  was  immensely  re- 
spected by  the  staff,  faculty  and  stu- 
dents and  was  a  highly  regarded 
mathematician.  Dr.  Paul  helped  in- 
troduce computer  instruction  to  the 
Natchez  campus. 


Services  for  Dr.  Paul  were  held 
Thursday,  Aug.  20,  at  Monterey  (La.) 
First  Baptist  Church  with  the  Rev. 
James  Twilbeck,  pastor,  and  Rev. 
Toney  Ganey  officiating  and  deliver- 
ing the  eulogy.  Co-Lin  President  Dr. 
Howell  C.  Garner  spoke  on  behalf  of 
the  Co-Lin  community.  Burial  was  in 
the  Paul  family  cemetery  in  Eva,  La. 

The  Natchez  campus  was  closed 
for  most  of  the  day  to  allow  staff  and 
students  to  attend  the  services  and  the 
campus  flag  was  lowered  to  half-staff 
during  the  mourning  period. 

Dr.  Paul  was  survived  by  his  wife, 
Olivia,  an  adjunct  teacher  at  Co-Lin 
Natchez;  one  son,  Joseph  Paul,  a 


sophomore  at  Co-Lin  Wesson  and  a 
member  of  the  baseball  team;  two 
daughters,  Karianna  Paul  Gaede,  of 
New  Orleans,  and  Katie  Paul 
Ammons  of  Laurel,  and  two  broth- 
ers, Jef f erey  and  Danny  Paul,  both  of 
Monterey.
